Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 - 60, 86 and 105 drawn to an injectable implant composition, 
methods for injecting, and kit containing the composition classified in class 
424, subclass 422. 

II. Claims 61 - 85, 87 - 89 drawn to a sustained release composition, and 
method of use classified in class 424, subclass 422. 

Claims 89-104 link Groups I and II, and will be examined with the elected 
Group. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as products which share an disclosed common 
utility linked to a substantial structural feature. The products in this relationship are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the products encompass 
embodiments that are NOT required to perform the common utility or (2) that the 
products as claimed encompass embodiments that are NOT required to have the 
substantial structural feature. In this case, the substantial structural feature is the 
combination of a low molecular weight, bioerodable, biocompatible polymer and a 
solvent having a miscibility in water of less than 7%, and the utility is the injection of an 
implant composition. However Invention II encompasses a sustained release 
formulation, which is not required for the common utility.

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons 
given above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Since the search for Invention I does not require a search of the sustained 
release formulation art, whereas a search for Invention II requires a search of the 
sustained release formulation art, search Inventions in one application would be an 
undue burden on the Examiner. 

A telephone call was made to Applicant's Attorney on 2-24-06 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
